THE SUCCESSION ENDANGERED. 


CRITICAL CONDITION OF THE ENGLISH DUKE OF 
CLAREXCE. 

London, Jan. 13.—Though yesterday the 
pbysicians in attendance upon the Duke of 
Clarence and Avondale took a cheerful view 
of their patient’s condition, there is a gen- 
eral opinion abroad that the Duke is more 
seriously ii than his family and physicians 
would have the public believe. Occupying 
the position he does, it is but natura! that the 
English people should feel deeply concerned 
regarding the outcome of his illness, and 


there is little doubt that their fears ofa 


break in the line of royal succession has 
much to do with the belief that the full ex- 
tent of his illness has not been made public. 

This morning the vufficial statement issued 
by the physicians says that the inflammation 
of the lungs from which the Duke is suffering 
is pursuing its course. They add that his 
strength ts well maintained but no improve- 
ment can be reported. 

This guarded statement of the physicians is 
taken to indicate that the condition of the 
Duke is less reassuring than it was yesterday 
and last night. Reports from Sandringham 
received up to noon to-day state that the 
pneumonia is developing iutoa more severe 
type than is announced by the physicians in 
their statements forthe information of the 
public, Many members ofthe nobility have 
Called at Sandringham and inscribed their 
names on the visitors’ book. The Queen,who 
is sojourning at Osborne House, Isle of Wight, 
is very anxious regarding the condition of 
her grandson, and she has ordered that in- 
formation be immediately telegraphed to her 
of the slightest change in the Duke’s condi- 
dition. It is considered highly probable that 
umess there is soon a change for the better 
Her Majesty will cut short her visit at Os- 
borne House and go to Sandringham Hall.

ARABS IN REVOLT. 


Rebels in Morocco Moving in Strong 
Force on Tangier. 


THE UPRISING MAY EMBROIL ENGLAND’ 
AND FRANCE. 


— 


Tribes in Historie Yemen Striving to 
Throw Off the Turkish Yoke—March- 
ing to Attack Sana-Tyranny the 
Cause of the Outbreaks of Oppressed 
Natives—Something of the People. 


TANGIER, Jan. 12.—The rebellion against 
Sultan Muley Hassan of Morocco, is growing 
and the rebels are evidently gaining in 
strength and boldness. They have hitherto 
confined their operations toa radius some 
littie distance from Tangier,. They have 
possession of the trade routes leading into 
the interior of the country and it is believed 
that by this means they have been enabled 
to supply themselves with large quantities 
of provisions, etc., destined for Tangier. It 
10 known that at least one Moorish caravan 
has fallen into their hands. The rebels seem 
to have no fear of the forces of the Suitan. 
for they are now approaching the city. The 
announcement that the insurgents are mov- 
ing on the city has added greatly to the ex- 
citement prevahing here. 

The Sultan’s army is being put in readiness 
to meet the attack. It consists mainly of 
10,000 infantrymen under the command of a 
former British officer, who some years since 
entered the service of the Sultan. In addi- 
tion to the foot soldiers, there are about five 
hundred rather poorly disciplined cavairy, a 
few batteries of field guns, commanded by 
three French officers, and 2,000 irreyular cav- 
alry. ‘ 

The cause of the revolt is now known to be 
the exactions of the Governer, or Bashaw. of 
the province in which Tangier is situated, 
who hastyrannized the people beyond the 
point of endurance. He has been dismissed 
by the Sultan, but the deposition came too 
late to quell the uprising, which made rapid 
headway from the start. 

The probability of an attack upon Tangier, 
brings to the front again the question of 
supremacy in North Africa between France 
and England. Both nations now have men- 
of-war in the harbor ahd it is said that the 
present programme is to act in concert for 
the protection f European residents. 
But that there * will be friction 
between these two powers if the revoitin g 
Arabs are not.speedily put down is very prob- 
able. Spain. too, will de no unimportant 
factor in the present crisis if there is to be 
foreign intervention in the affairs of Morocco. 
Spain has ever had her eye on Tangier. 
It was the Spanish consul who 
induced Muley Hassan to take the course he 
dia in the rupture With Consul Lewis of the 
United States in 198. Spain’s object is 
to get commanding influence with Sul- 
tan Muley Hassan, and if the opportunity of- 
fered would be ready, if she dared, totake 
possession of the country. Against this 
England is very watchful, and the two 
powers checkmate each other. Spain's

AGAINST THE TURKS. 


TRIBES OF YEMEN STILL IN REVOLT AGAINST 
THEIR OP PRESSORS. 

CONSTANTINOPLE, Jan. 12.—dt was an- 
nounced some time ago that the Arab insur- 
rection in Yemen had been quelled dy the 
Turkish troops and that the country was 
quiet again. It is now stated that the rebel- 
lion is renewed and that the insurgents are 
under the leadership of Ahmed Addin,a de- 
scendant of the former rulers of Yemen. The 
rebels are marching upon Sana, the capital 
city of Yemen, and the Turkish forces are ad- 
to repel them. The sheiks, who 
have been incited by the fanatics of their re- 
ligious sects, are with their followers rising 
everywhere against Iurkish authority. The 
telegraph wires between Sanna and Hodel- 
Gah have been cut. 

For months this uprising in Yemen has 
been progressing with a vasying tide 
of fortune. It is very aificult 
to obtain accurate reports from 
the scene of the revolt through Turkish 
sources, but enough is known to warrant the 
prediction that the rebellionin Yemen, un- 
less quickly checked, may change the equi 
librium of Europe by ite effect on Turkey. At 
present the darkness of midnight is nothing 
to the obscurity which is made to surround 
this subject. Butit has leaked out that in 
that unknown region many Turkish officials 
and many troops have been slaughtered. 
The rebellion is a guerrilla warfare made iu- 
gubrious by massacres of Turks wherever 
they are found. Troops weresentto Yemen 
some months ago, but they bave met with

THE DYNAMITERS. 


INTEREST REVIVED BY THE ARREST OF ANOTHER 
PLOTTER. 

Lovpox, Jan. 12.—Interest in the Walsall 
dynamite plot received an impetus to-day by 
the arrest of John Wesley, aged 34, a brush 
maker, whose last employer was Gailles, Who 
was arrested together with Slaughter and 
Deakin in connection with the dynamite con- 
spiracy. Wesley, who is also a mem- 
ber of the Walsall Soctalist Club, is charged 
with complicity im the bomb-making 
plot, which is believed toinvolve many per- 
sons who have not as yet been apprehended. 
It appears that on Saturday last a boy was 
discovered who alleged that the prisoner, 
Wesley, had given a bomb pattern toa local 
caster, with instructions to perfect the same. 
Acting on this clew detectives detailed by 
the Criminal Investigation Department of 
Scotland Yard, and assisted by om 
cers of the local police force, 
have since been searching and watching 
for Wesley, who was absent from Walsall at 
the time the boy made his revelation. The 
prisoner, apparently unconscious that sus- 
picion attached to him, returned to his home 
by an early train this morning. A policeman 
was awaiting him at the doorstep, and he 
was immedmtely placed under arrest. Wes- 
ley was locked up pendigg a preliminary ex- 
amination. The boy upon whose informa- 
tion the officials acted is detained as a wit- 
ness. 


IN PRISON STRIPES. 


Dr. Graves a Convict in the 
Penitentiary. 

Canon Cirr, Col., Jaa. 12.—To-day Dr. 
Graves donned the stripes ofaconvict. He 
was taken to the prisom barber, shorn of his 
gray hair and whiskers, and in a few minutes 
more a striped sult of the prison regulation 
pattern replaced the snug-fitting Prince 
Albert coat and striped trousers which he 
wore during the trial @t Denver. The con- 
demned man arrived here this morning 
shortiy after midnigit, handcuffed to an- 
other murderer who begins a life sentence for 
his crime. He occupies cell No. 8 in the mas- 
sive stone prison. 

Before changing hig garb the War den’s 
assistant took accurate measurementg of 
Graves and 4 minute description of the con- 
vict. He was also photographed. These pre- 
cautions to insure identification in case of es- 
cape ofa prisoner and subsequent capture are 
always taken.

Dr. Graves Vas calm, but his face was very 
pale, and as bis gray hair straggied over bis 
forehead replied: ‘‘Your Honor, I never in 
any way or manner thought or had anything 
to do with the death of Mrs. Barnaby. I have 
never confessed to any one that I sent a bot 
tle of whisky to Mrs. Barnaby, becagse I 
never sentit. Proceed, Your Honor. 

ou have bern found guilty ,.’’ said Judge 
Rising. of the murder of Mrs. Barnaby. 
Your counsel have not intimatec in their mo- 
tion for g new trial that the jury was influ- 
enced by any other motive than justice. The 
evidence clearly warranted the verdtet of the 
jury.

INVESTIGATING LABOR. 


WHAT THE FRENCH COMMISSIONER FINDS TO 


COMMENT ON. 


New York, Jan. 12.—M. Paul Deschanet, 
the French deputy, ho is on a visit to the 
United States as a delegate of his government 
to investigate labor and social questions, 
set out yesterday to visit some of the prom- 
ment trades unjons of this city. When the 
day’s tramp was done he said: 

What surprises me most ofall, is to find 


that each trade union is conducted on its own 
individual plan. I should have expected to 
find what was true u one union applying to 
all the others, but such is notthe case. The 
bakers have their city, State and national 
organizations, with delegatestoeach. The 
cloak makers have only local organizations in 
the different cities, Whereas the brewers and 
cigarmakers have city and national organiza- 
tions, but none for the State. Then thereisa 
multitude of slmilar @fferences between the 
diferent unions. This only goes to show 
how the spirit of Awe ce has 
permeated your very smallest institutions; 
while we in France must organize everything 
in accordance with one grand cut-and-dried 
plan, which embraces all under one fold and 
vith each snb-division exactiy like each 
other sub-division.’’ 


At the headquarters of the bakers M. Des- 


chanet was astonished at being told that 
every loaf of bread made by any member of 
the union was marked with the stamp of the 
Central Federation of Labor. 

But what are these stamps good for?“ he 
said. 

‘*The stamps which are put on every loaf 
of bread are an indication that the bakers 
using those stamps employ only members of 
the Central Federation, which extends 
through the whole United States. Amtlar 
stamps are put on boots, shoes, hats, cigars, 
clothing, tron-works and many other articles 
produced by members of the Federation. 
Kach member when he goes to a store to pur- 
chase bread, cigars or clothing 
getting an article with the famillar Ulue 
stamp of the Federation. in this way we 
mutually aidand protect one ancther, as no 
manufacturer can sell bis products to the 
hundreds of thousands of our wembers unless 
they bear our mark, and these products can- 
not bear our mark unless the hands em 
by the manufacturer are members of the 
Central Federation. You see, it works both 
ways.

A CRY r FOR HELP, : 


The cold snap is bringing to the Post- 
DisPatcH office occasional letters like 
this: 

If it is true that experience is the best 

eacher, your headline ‘‘Too Sweeping’’ is 
misplaced, Yeyare at your desk in a warm 
room, but hunt relief in this weather if you 
want to learn how aman can spend a week 
of suffering, There is starvation here in St. 
Louis, not among the beggars, but among 
mechanies who are tog proud to beg. Ask 
the carpenters to call at your office and tell 
of the privations they endure and of the self- 
denial they have to practice in relieving one 


another. 

The headline Toe Sweeping’’ placed 
ever a Forum“ letter signed ‘‘A Me- 
chanic's Wife’’ referred to its eriticism of 
the rich, not to its statements about the 
want there is in the city, nor to its claim 
that most of the relief extended to persons 
in want comes from the poor—from persons 
op the verge of want themselves. 

The Post-DisPaTcH will be the last to 
doubt that the pittances with which the 
poor help those who are worse off con- 
stitute the great bulk of the gifts of char- 
ity in this world, They do not figure in 
subscription lists nor in the reports of 
charitable organizations. Severally, they 
are small, but they are numerous, and 
placed where they are most needed, and 
the aggregate is immense. Many a desti- 
tute family is now being helped through 
this bitter weather with little pans of coal 
and loaves of bread given bya dozen other 
poor families neither of which knows 
what it will do when its own scant supply 
or limited credit is exhausted. 

But it is unjust to say that the rich, asa 
class, are callous to this suffering or wil- 
fully unmindful of its existence. Mgke it 
known to the rich people of St. Louis that 
there is any classof workingmen who are 
thrown out of employment and whose fam- 
ilies are undergoing extreme privation, 
and any representative committee of the 
suffering class will find no difficulty in 
obtaining liberal sums of money and lib- 
eral -contributions of provisions for dis- 
tribution in their own way. 


THE summing up of the reports of the 
Treasury of Missouri at the close of last 
year, which has been made in an admirably 
clear and concise manner by State 
Treaster STEPHENS, shows that the State 
is in excellent financial condition. The 
debt is a mere bagatelle in comparison 
with the resources of the commonwealth 
and there was a balance in the Treasury 
Dec. 31 of $897,455.16. Missouri is in a 
position to be generous in educa- 
tional matters, and hence when 
the question of providing for 
the rebuilding of the State University is 
taken up by the Legislature it should be 
treated ina broad and liberal spirit. A 
great State like Missouri should have a 
first-class university or none. It cannot 
afford to have any except the best institu- 
tion, which will be of greatest value to its 
youth. To have anything else is a waste 
of money anda discredit and injury, in- 
stead of an honor and aid in the educa- 
tional progress of the State. The uni- 
versity should be rebuilt in anticipation of 
a great future.

HE GOT SICK AFTER EATING BREAD AT 
GOLDBERG’S HOUSE. 


His Horse Also Got Sick, but Did Not Die 
~The Head of the Poisoned Family 

_ Thinks He Knows the Culprit—Late 
Developments in Thie Vergy Strange 
Case. , 


The question agitating the minds of the 
police and the neighbors of David Goldberg, 
the furniture man who claims that his fam- 
ily were poisoned by a secret enemy is, how 
big a swath did the said unknown assassin 
intend to cut, As the readers of the Posr- 
DISPATCH already know, Goldberg lives at 
1222 Blair avenue, in a lower flat. He has a 
wife, mother, children and relatives living 
with him. All these were polsoned, together 
with his sister.in-law, Mrs. Hoolan, of 810 
O' Fallon street and her children, Charies 
Brown and Phoebe Collins, through eat- 
ing bread: and eake made trom the 
Goldberg’s family four barrel. Mr. 
Goldberg called in the 
of Dr. Chancellor, and no permanent in- 
jury resulted from the attacks. The doctor 
thought that either the baking powder used 
was imppre, or that antimony or tartar 
emetic had been purposely or accidentily 
placed in the flour, 

Mr. Goldberg bas had a goed deal ef 
trouble over the Zetfie case, with which he is 
involved and is ofthe opinion that in some 
way there is a connection between thst case 


and the severul attempts te paison his 


family, alse the successful poisoning at 
different times of eight of his horses. 
Was HIS SUSPICIONS. 

To a PosTt-Dj]sPaTCH reporter de declared 
that he believed that he knew the secret 
enemy and had made known his suspicions 
to the police. Mr. Goldberg appeared rather 
proud than otherwise at the distinction con- 
ferred upop him by the mysterious assassin, 
although he appeared somewhat nervous. 

Now comes a new factor into the story. 
Robert Terry, Sr., who stands convicted and 
is under two dad a half years’ sentence for 
palming off a spurious corpse upon an in- 
surance organization, and who was jointly 
indicted with Goldberg and others, 
asserts that he also ate of the 
poisoned flour and was made deadly sick, 
so that he regretted that his will was not al- 
ready . 

RRT ALSO POISONED. 

He told the | following story last night,when 
seen at his home, 912 Morgan street: ‘‘The 
poisoning of the wag wd family is very 
strange and were it not for the fact that I, 
Myself, had a most decided disagreeable 
experience oft 2 same kind, I should be dis-

TERRY'S HORSE ALSO AFFECTE 

Mr. Goldberg says that I complained 
that my horse was also 
soned. © misunderstood me. 
that my horse was taken sick with sym toms 
similar to those shown by Goldberg’ s horse. 
But he got well, while Goldberg’s horse died. 
I did not believe at that time that Goldberg’s 
horse was poisoned, nor dol now. Goldberg 
kept his horses Ina most insanitary place 
and I often wondered that his horses did not 
die sooner. At the same time, they —10 have 
been poisoned, A number of other orses 
belonging to other persons died also.’ 

Mr. Terry was asked if he could imagine the 
motive for the poisoning, and repiied that he 
had not the slightest idea, as he did not know 
that he or Goldberg nad any personal 
enemies.
